To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

i  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

1  took  up  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  1st 
August,  1970,  Dr.  Gordon  having  returned  in  April  to  a  similar 
position  in  his  home  area  of  Northern  Ireland. 

For  some  years  now  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  also 
held  the  appointment  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West 
Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services  and  this  dual  role 
has  provided  a  convenient  and  effective  means  on  linking  together, 
locally,  his  responsibilities  for  environmental  health  with  the  day 
to  day  divisional  administration  of  the  County  Health  Services. 

The  present  divisional  unit  was  formed  from  the  previous 
Brighouse  and  Todmorden  divisions  in  1966  and  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has  similar  functions  and  responsibilities  in  the 
other  seven  districts  in  the  combined  area. 

I  have  little  doubt  that  this  position  enabled  the  Medical 
Officer  to  take  a  wider  view  of  the  problems  occurring  in  his  area 
and  since  it  is  often  difficult  to  separate  ill  health  from  environ¬ 
mental  conditions  and  social  factors,  the  Medical  Officer  has 
enjoyed  a  unique  advantage  in  this  respect.  Particularly  it  is 
important  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort  by  different  departments 
with  special  interest  in  what  is  often  a  complex  family  problem. 
The  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970,  laid  the  basis  for 
the  future  unification  of  two  of  these  services.  Welfare  and 
Children’s  which  together  with  other  essential  services  such  as 
Mental  Health  and  Home  Helps  would  form  the  basis  of  a  new 
local  authority  Department  of  Social  Services.  At  the  same  time 
it  is  rarely  that  one  can  see  with  exactitude  where  the  line  of 
demarcation  between  ill  health  and  social  problems  lies,  therefore 
whilst  duplication  of  effort  is  to  be  avoided,  it  will  be  equally 
important,  in  my  view,  to  regard  the  family  and  its  problems  as 
a  whole,  whatever  the  administrative  changes  may  be. 

The  vital  statistics  indicate  a  slight  increase  in  the  population 
once  more  and  the  birth  rate  in  marginally  higher  than  the  1969 
figure.  Unfortunately  three  infants  died  under  the  age  of  one 
year.  Two  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  serious  infection  and  one 
due  to  prematurity. 

The  increase  in  the  death  rate  for  the  year  was  more  manifest 
in  the  male  population  group  than  the  female.  Significant  as  a 
cause  of  death  in  this  group  was  an  increase  in  those  dying  of 


malignant  disease,  although  deaths  from  heart  and  circulatory 
conditions  continued  to  be  the  major  cause  of  mortality.  The 
female  population  group  showed  an  increase  in  deaths  due  to 
heart  and  circulatory  disease. 

Turning  to  infectious  diseases  notifications  there  were  8 
measles  notifications  during  the  year  pointing  to  the  setback  in 
measles  control  following  adverse  side  effects  to  one  particular 
brand  of  vaccine  and  its  withdrawal  from  use.  This  led  to  an 
interruption  ol  vaccination  which  carried  over  to  the  beginning 
of  1970  and,  whilst  it  is  understandable  that  adverse  publicity 
should  make  the  public  wary  at  the  time,  the  problems  have  now 

been  overcome  and  the  effectiveness  of  measles  vaccination  is 
beyond  question. 

An  innovation  in  immunisation  procedure  was  the  introduction 
at  the  end  of  the  year  of  the  German  Measles  Vaccination  for 
school  girls  aged  between  11  and  14  who  are  at  risk,  priority  being 
given  to  the  older  groups  initially.  This  procedure  it  is  hoped 
will  prevent  serious  malformations  which  may  occur  if  women 
develop  the  disease  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy. 

Progress  in  the  field  of  Mental  Health  during  the  year  was 
marked  by  the  completion  in  September  of  a  new  Comprehensive 
Training  Centre  at  Lower  Edge,  Rastrick.  This  magnificent 
Centre,  which  must  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country,  was  officially 
opened  by  Sir  Keith  Joseph  on  6th  November,  and  provides  every 
up-to-date  facility  in  the  care  of  adult  and  junior  trainees  as  well 
as  incorporating  a  Special  Care  Unit  for  those  with  severe  physical 
and  mental  handicaps.  In  addition  to  taking  trainees  from  the 
immediate  locality  the  Centre  caters  for  the  needs  of  the  Calder 
Valley  as  far  up  as  Mytholmroyd,  special  transport  being  provided 
for  this  purpose. 

In  October,  1970,  arrangements  were  made  to  carry  out  the 
Guthrie  test  on  all  new  born  infants,  with  the  kind  co-operation 
of  the  Pathology  Department  of  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 
This  is  a  test  used  to  identify  a  condition  known  as  Phenylketonuria, 
the  effects  of  which  may  be  off  set  if  recognised  early,  the  Guthrie 
test  replaces  the  Phenistix  test  which  is  less  accurate  and  was 
carried  out  later  in  the  infant’s  life. 

One  of  the  maior  highlights  of  the  year  was  the  pop  festival 
held,  as  a  week-end  event  during  August,  at  Krumlin.  A  great 
deal  of  local  and  national  interest  surrounds  these  gatherings  and 
an  account  of  the  events  at  Krumlin  has  been  documented  and  may 
be  of  interest  to  members  of  the  Council. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  certain  of  the  conclusions 
mentioned  have  also  been  found  by  other  authorities  involved 
in  the  supervision  of  “  pop  festivals,”  e.g.  a  ‘  bond  ’  to  be  produced 
by  the  organisers  to  safeguard  local  interests,  and  of  course,  this 
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subject  is  being  debated  with  a  view  to  legislation  and  guide  lines 
being  established.  For  my  part  1  would  welcome  this  statutory 
influence  as  by  far  the  vast  majority  of  these  young  people  set 
out  to  enjoy  the  event  in  a  peaceful  and  well  ordered  fashion. 
I  feel  they  are  entitled  to  expect  reasonable  facilities  to  be  provided 
by  the  organisers  and  that  the  various  authorities  concerned  should 
be  able  to  ensure  that  the  standards  of  services  required  are,  in  fact, 
provided. 

I  have  expressed  concern,  in  a  previous  report,  at  the  public 
health  problem  caused  by  the  presence  of  brucellosis  in  milk 
supplies.  Close  checks  are  made  on  the  milk  sold  to  the  public 
and  where  brucellosis  is  found  to  be  present  immediate  steps  are 
taken  to  render  the  milk  safe  by  heat  treatment  whilst  the  infected 
cows  are  identified  and  removed.  This  is  a  disease  which  is 
blighted  by  a  high  degree  of  infectivity  in  dairy  herds  and  extreme 
vigilance  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  untreated  milk  remains  safe. 
The  public  health  department  is  always  ready  to  give  help  and 
guidance  to  the  milk  producer,  if  he  so  desires,  and  effective 
measures  worked  out  on  a  co-operative  basis.  These  precautions 
are  very  necessary  since  brucellosis  can  be  acquired  by  human 
beings  if  untreated  milk  which  is  infected  is  consumed.  The 
disease  in  man  is  a  troublesome  condition  which  can  be  rather 
difficult  to  diagnose  without  the  aid  of  laboratory  investigations. 
Fortunately  the  mortality  rate  is  low,  having  been  put  at  about 
1  to  2  per  cent,  but  it  can  cause  considerable  ill  health  and  drug 
treatment  is  usually  prolonged  if  relapses  are  to  be  avoided.  The 
significance  of  the  need  for  rigorous  public  health  measures  to 
prevent  this  disease,  must,  therefore,  be  very  apparent. 

The  housing  statistics  indicate  the  action  taken  by  the  Council 
in  dealing  with  unfit  properties  during  the  year.  Again,  however, 
encouragement  is  given  to  owners  to  bring  up  to  standard  those 
houses  which  are  structurally  sound  and  capable  of  being  improved. 

Finally,  may  I  express  on  behalf  of  the  department,  gratitude 
for  the  understanding  and  courtesy  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  to  thank  Mr.  Goulden,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  his  kind  assistance  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

SECTION  II. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 


A.  Hospitals. 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Ripponden.  Patients  requiring  hospital 
treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to  hospitals  under  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Halifax  Area  Hospitals  Management  Committee 
(National  Health  Service).  Included  in  this  group  are  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  St.  John’s  Hospital 
(for  aged  and  chronic  sick),  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  (for  infec¬ 
tious  diseases),  Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital  and  Todmorden 
Stansfield  View  Hospital  (for  mentally  subnormal  patients). 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  Orthopaedic  Hospitals, 
Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  area  are  available 
when  required  ;  they  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  so-called 
“  Leeds  Hospital  Region  ”  which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three 
Ridings. 


B.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  covers  the  Ripponden  district 
through  the  Group  Control  at  Birkenshaw  and  the  Divisional  Depot 
at  Brighouse  and  it  may  be  contacted  by  telephone  No.  Bradford 
682211  or  Halifax  62191.  There  is  an  agency  agreement  with 
Halifax  County  Borough  whereby  patients  being  transferred  to 
and  from  Halifax  Hospitals  only  are  taken  in  Halifax  ambulances 
the  telephone  number  of  the  station  being  Halifax  60606. 


C.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
at  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford  and  by  the  Regional 
Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds.  There  are  also  facilities  for 
the  examination  of  clinical  specimens,  including  cervical  smears, 
at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 
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D.  Issue  of  Anti-toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available  at 
the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary 
for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office, 
The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  in  the  Division.

W.R.C.C.  PREVENTIVE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Zion 
Congregational  Sunday  School,  Ripponden,  every  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon,  and  is  attended  by  the  Health  Visitor.

National  Dried  Milk,  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  etc.,  are  dis¬ 
tributed  at  the  Centre  and  a  variety  of  brands  of  dried  milk  and 
other  infant  foods  are  also  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  for 
the  convenience  of  mothers. 
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Care  oi  Premature  Infants. 

Special  equipment  is  available  for  use  in  the  home  in  cases 
requiring  it.  Portable  incubators  are  available  at  both  the  Halifax 
and  Brigliouse  Ambulance  Stations  should  it  be  necessary  to  trans¬ 
fer  a  premature  infant  to  hospital. 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits. 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
in  their  own  homes. 


C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  responsible  for  both  home 
nursing  and  midwifery  in  this  area.  There  is  one  full-time  Home 
Nurse  and  one  full-time  Midwife  working  in  Ripponden  and  neigh¬ 
bouring  parts  of  the  Sowerby  Bridge  U.D.

Analgesia. 

The  Ripponden  Midwife  is  trained  in  the  administration  of 
both  trilene  and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  is  provided  with  the 
necessary  equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring 
it  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination  by  a  doctor. 


D.  Health  Visitor. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of 
School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children,  of  persons  (including 
adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home  as  to 
measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 


E.  Home  Helps. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households  “  where  such 
help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  subnormal,  aged,  or  a  child 
not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

15  cases  were  attended  in  Ripponden  during  1970  in  the 
category  ‘  Chronic  sick.’  The  total  number  of  hours  worked  by 
home  helps  was  1,974  as  compared  with  1,914  in  1969. 
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F.  Care  and  after  care. 


Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after  care 
of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness  or  sub¬ 
normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness. 


Tuberculosis. 

A  full  time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in  the 
division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinic  at  the  Halifax  Royal 
Infirmary  and  has  helped  to  forge  a  valuable  link  with  the  hospital 
services.  She  is  also  responsible  for  visiting  patients  at  home  and 
helps  to  trace  and  supervise  their  contacts.  In  1970,  visits  were 
paid  to  76  households  in  the  division.
